CONTEST COMMITTEE MEETING REPORT 


The OTVARC Contest Committee met April 10, 1984 to discuss the following 
agenda: Happy Hour scheduled for May 11, Contest Education for club 
members and Field Day. Present at the meeting were KO7B, KA7BSD, K/7JF, 
W7LJN, KA7NPN, ND7T, K7VDQ and NB7W. 


First order of business was review of the previous meeting's decision 
regarding Happy Hour. The exchange will be modified to give members 
a better chance to meet other members, rather than the usual signal 
report and name. The new exchange will include name, year first licensed 
and type of antenna used on two meters. Future exchanges may include 
employer and/or occupation. Members will be encouraged to submit new 
exchanges in the future. 


There was a general concensus among committee members that a program 
needs to be developed regarding contest operations -- especially with 
Field Day so close. Among the goals of such a _ program will be 
familiarization with contest techniques, procedures and short-cuts to 
make more efficient operations. It is hoped that this program will 
stimulate members' participation in Field Day and other club contests. 
The committee decided that a Field Day education program will be presented 
at the May club meeting. Jerry, ND7T will conduct a CW session, including 
a warm-up for those participants; Doc, KA7BSD will work with those 
interested in phone contest operations while Dee, KA7NPN will discuss 
Novice and Technician operations for that separate station. The committee 
noted that participation by a club member in a particular training group 
would not constitute a commitment to operate in that mode for Field 
Day (although all are certainly welcome to!) The results of the May 
contest training session will be evaluated following the meeting, with 
the possibility of a number of "on the air" contest sessions to be had 
based on the participation feedback. 


Final business concerned Field Day and coordination with the Technical 
Committee. Dee, KA7NPN is still digesting the survey results from the 
March newsletter regarding availability of equipment. Most of the contest 
rigs and antennas have been secured, however, Dee won't turn away any 
donations. Alan, KO7B granted the club permission to use his call for 
this year's Field Day outing. No distinction will be made between regular 
and "fast speed" CW stations. Operators will be able to work the contest 
at either station based on their own comfort level. New to this year's 
Field Day will be a contest coordination table. Here participants will 
be able to schedule operation at particular stations, get "warmed up" 
for operating and other conveniences. Finally, the committee decided 
to promote more Novice and Technician activity through an awards program 
based on the station's activity in general. Operators making at least 
10 Field Day contacts will be awarded a certificate with endorsement 
awards in multiples of 10 thereafter. The Novice/Technician working 
the most contacts over the Field Day period will be awarded a trophy 
for excellence in operation. All club Novices and Technicians are 
encouraged to participate in operating their special station, the call 
of which has yet to be determined. 


Meeting adjourned after 1 hour 45 minutes in session.
